Troubled 
AIG awards 
bonuses to 
employees

“Outrageous.” 

That’s what the president’s chief economic 
adviser called the tens of millions of dollars in 
new bonuses paid out by the troubled insur- 
ance giant American International Group. 

Speaking on ABC’s “This Week” on 
Sunday, Larry Summers said these kinds of 
bonus payments should be a matter of future 
regulations. 

AIG has gotten more than $170 billion in a 
public bailout. Just this month, the company 
reported a loss of $61.7 billion for the fourth 
quarter of last year— the largest corporate 
loss in history 

The large bulk of the payments at issue 
cover AIG Financial Products, the unit of 
the company that sold credit default swaps, 
the risky contracts that caused massive losses 
for the insurer. 

A white paper prepared by the company 
says that AIG was contractually obligated 
to pay a total of about $165 million of previ- 
ously awarded “retention pay” to employees 
in this unit by Sunday The document says 
that another $55 million in retention pay has 
already been distributed to about 400 AIG 
Financial Products employees. 

The Treasury Department determined that 
the government did not have the legal author- 
ity to block the current payments by the com- 
pany Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner 
has asked that the company scale back future 
bonus payments where legally possible, an 
administration official said Saturday 

AIG Chairman Edward Liddy acknowl- 
edged in a letter to Treasury that in light of 
the company’s current situation he found 
it “distasteful and difficult” to recommend 
going forward with the payments. 


IN LIMBO 


SOME 

IMMIGRANTS 
DETAINED 
FOR YEARS

America’s detention system for immigrants 
has mushroomed in the last decade, a costly 
building boom that was supposed to sweep 
up criminals and ensure that undocumented 
immigrants were quickly shown the door. 

Instead, an Associated Press computer 
analysis of every person being held on a 
recent Sunday night shows that most did 
not have a criminal record and many were 
not about to leave the country— voluntarily 
or via deportation. 

An official Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement database, obtained under the 
Ereedom of Information Act, showed a U.S. 
detainee population of exactly 32,000 on 
the evening of Jan. 25. 

The data show that 18,690 immigrants 
had no criminal conviction, not even for ille- 
gal entry or low-level crimes like trespassing. 
More than 400 of those with no criminal 
record had been incarcerated for at least a 
year. A dozen had been held for three years 
or more; one man from China had been 
locked up for more than five years. 

Especially tough bail conditions are 
exacerbated by disregard or bending of the 
rules regarding how long immigrants can be 
detained. 

Based on a 2001 ruling by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, ICE has about six months 
to deport or release immigrants after their 
case is decided. But immigration lawyers 
say that deadline is routinely missed. In the 
system snapshot provided to the AP, 950 
people were in that category 

The detainee buildup began in the mid- 
1990s, long before the 2001 attacks on the 
World Trade Center and the Pentagon. Since 
2003, though. Congress has doubled to $1.7 
billion the amount dedicated to imprisoning 
immigrants, as furor over “criminal aliens” 
intertwined with post-9/11 fears and anti- 
immigrant political rhetoric. 

But the dragnet has come to include not 
only terrorism suspects and cop killers, but 
an honors student who was raised in Orlando, 
Ela.; a convenience store clerk who begged 
to go back to Canada; and a Pentecostal 
minister who was forcibly drugged by ICE

House bill would require 
new ticketing rules for 
toll, camera violations

After thousands of drivers received toll viola- 
tion notices that were several years late and 
sometimes bogus, state lawmakers are saying 
enough is enough. 

Responding to soaring public anger at the 
Illinois State Toll Highway Authority, a bill in 
the Illinois House would require the tollway to 
send out toll violation notices within 30 days 
or throw out the cases. 

“My people are furious,” said state Rep. 
Chapin Rose, a Republican from Mahomet, 
near Champaign, who is co-sponsoring the 


legislation. 

“The tollway last spring sent out a couple 
hundred thousand tickets from years ago. How 
are you supposed to defend yourself against a 
charge that you blew off a toll near the O’Hare 
Oasis on June 2, 2003?” Rose said. 

The 30 -day clock would start ticking after 
the third missed toll in a 24-month period. 
That’s because toll authority policy allows 
up to two missed tolls in two years without 
enforcement. Upon the third violation, all 
three missed tolls must be paid along with a 
$20 penalty for each infraction. 

The legislation also would apply to 
municipalities that operate red-light 
enforcement cameras. Chicago’s red-light 
ordinance requires that notices be sent out 
within 30 to 90 days after violations to the 
registered owners of the vehicles. 


“We believe the current requirement should 
not be changed,” said Ed Walsh, spokesman 
for the Chicago Department of Revenue. The 
law “affords due-process rights to motorists,” 
he said. 

In the case of the tollway there is no limit 
on how much time may pass before fine 
notifications are sent out. The backlog has 
stretched up to several years, although the toll 
authority said it has finally caught up. 

The legislation also would make it easier for 
vehicle owners who believe they’ve received 
erroneous missed-toll notices to cut through 
bureaucratic red tape at the toll authority 

Instead of traveling to the tollway 
headquarters in Downers Grove to view 
the photographic evidence against them, 
ticketed drivers would be able to download 
the information online.

It’s March Madness, Do you know where 
you’ll be watching the games? 

Returning after last year’s absence, Illinois 
is the only school in the state to make it into 
the N C AA Tournament , 

That means basketball fans are going to 
pack the handful of bars that pledge their 
allegiance to the Illini, 

Those bars’ owners and managers told 
RedEye they are gearing up for their busiest 
time of the year. They are 
rolling out the orange- 
and-blue carpet for fans, 
offering lUini-themed 
drinks and eats, stocking 
up on brew and promis- 
ing an atmosphere fitting 
for March Madness, 

Joe’s Sports Bar and Schoolyard Tavern & 
Grill are the spots that loyal fans most often 
choose to cheer on the Fighting Illini, A 
few other neighborhood bars have recently 
popped up, however, including The Tard, 
converted Sedgwick’s Bar & Grill, and new- 
bies The Pony Inn and Rebel Bar Sc Grill, 
The bars, which hang Illini flags and employ 
alums, deny there’s any rivalry between them. 
In fact, Joe’s owner Tommy DiSanto said he 
hopes all the bars are filled with fans because 
that means the Illini are doing well. 

But bar management and fans will tell you 
to beware of bars that offer no specials for 
Illini fans, no sound for the games and chan- 
nel-surf if it’s a blowout game— even though 
they say they support Illinois, 

What shocks Illini Nation is that only a few 
Chicago bars claim to be devoted to Illinois, 
“We’re in Illinois, I’m surprised there’s not 
more Illinois bars,” said Jenny Patton, 29, 
who lives in Lakeview and watches games at 
Schoolyard, 

With more than 130,000 U, of I, alumni in

the Chicago area, the Chicago Illini Club said 
it gets about a dozen requests from bars to be 
known as the official Illini bar. But that honor 
goes to Joe’s, 

When Dan Latino opened Rebel last 
March, he said he never considered support- 
ing another team, “I grew up a huge Illinois 
fan ever since I can remember,” he said. 

The bar. Latino said, offers fans a trip down 
memory lane with O&O’s (orange soda and 
Barcardi O), 

The Pony, which opened in July, uses the 
same tactic by serving the breakfast stack- 
reminiscent of the food coma-inducing meal 
at Merry- Ann’s Diner in Champaign, 

The Aard became an Illini bar in December 
2007, said owner Don Ridge, whose brother 
is a U, of I, grad. The bar started the 2007 


football season affiliated with Texas but 
quickly got on board when Illinois made it to 
the Rose Bowl, Ever since, it has been serving 
beer in monogrammed Illini cups and lists a 
“chief” burger on its menu. 

The Illini Club, an alumni group, designates 
Joe’s as its official game-watch bar because of 
its strong partnership with the university and 
its massive size. 

In addition to sponsoring Illini golf outings 
and tailgate parties, Joe’s hosts the annual 
Illini Party in the Park in the summer in 
Chicago where Pokey Stix from Champaign’s 
Gumbos Pizza are served and coaches Bruce 
Weber and Ron Zook make appearances, said 
Cameron Croft, Illini Club president, 

“That’s something that sets you apart as 
being a true Illini bar,” said Croft, 31, “It’s more 


than dressing up the venue in orange and blue 
at night. It’s something that ties you back to 
the campus and gives you that feeling again,” 
He points out many other bars jump on the 
bandwagon when Illinois is playing well, 
“Pretty much through thick and thin, 
through good times and bad times, from o-ii 
years to Rose Bowl years or Final Four years, 
we’ll dedicate a good portion of the place to 
Illinois people,” said DiSanto, a U, of I, alum 
and booster. 

For the past 12 years, the game-like atmo- 
sphere at Joe’s has won points from fans, 
including Croft, who watched the memorable 
Arizona game that sent Illinois into the Final 
Four in 2005, 

“ It was the best win ever. That was something 
I’ll always remember where I was watching the 
game and watching with 500 people screaming 
their heads olf. That was almost more exciting 
than going to the game,” he said. 

Other fans prefer a smaller neighborhood 
venue, like Schoolyard, Since 2001 when 
the Four Corners Tavern Group bought it. 
Schoolyard has been an Illini bar because 
the owners wanted to support the school 
they were familiar with, said Ryan Indovina, 
Schoolyard manager andU, of I, alum, “We’re 
definitely known around the city as a pretty 
faithful Illini bar,” he said, “We’re always 
going to have the sound on for Illinois games 
and play the fight song,” 

Outside ofjoe’s and Schoolyard, there wasn’t 
another true Illini bar, said Mike Jannusch, 
Sedgwick’s general manager and an Illini fan 
who grew up near Champaign, So Sedgwick’s 
switched from Iowa to Illinois two years ago, 
‘As multiple, eight or nine, other Iowa 
bars popped up throughout the city in the 
last several years, it was something we 
didn’t want to fight for anymore,” he 
said, “Our hearts are with Illinois,”

Bassist Fieldy finds God, 
apologizes for bad behavior

The members of Korn are about to get a big apology from one 
of their own— and you can read it along with them. 

Bassist Fieldy has released a book, “Got the Life: My Journey 
of Addiction, Faith, Recovery and Korn,” that includes letters 
he wrote to each band member apologizing for his past bad 
behavior. 

Fieldy (born Reginald Arvizu) said he gave an advance copy 
to guitarist James “Munky” Shaffer but he has yet to hear his 
reaction. He said he expects frontman Jonathan Davis to read 
it as well. He didn’t give them the letters privately because he 
wanted to be open about his sobriety 

Fieldy, 39, struggled with alcohol, drugs and overeating. 
He would even eat food off other people’s used room-service 
trays— even trash cans. He also was a womanizer and liked to 
intimidate anyone, male or female, who disagreed with what he 
calls “Fieldys rules.” 

He quit cold turkey when his father, a born-again Christian, 
told him his dying wish was for his son to find God. Now he’s 
married with three children and working on a new album with 
Korn and his side project, Stillwell. He chatted recently in 
Chicago. 

You were kind of a jerk when you were on drugs. 

I was as bad as it gets. What I wrote in the book, I was prob- 
ably worse than that. I couldn’t really explain how bad it was. 
Me trying to kill people wasn’t as bad as me tearing people 
down and making people cry and ripping them apart, because 
words never heal. That’s what Fve learned. Fd rather raise 
my son and tell him, “If you get in a fight with your friend, 
just punch him. Don’t say anything, because the next day he 
doesn’t get over that.” 

How old were you when you became an alcoholic? 

About 13 or 14 . 1 was full-blown. Every day we would hide the 
alcohol, stealing from stores or stealing it from our parents 



and hiding out in dirt fields and drinking it before school and 
after school. 

What could someone have said to you then to make you stop? 

There was no way you could tell me anything. I wasn’t listen- 
ing to any type of reason. 

You mention in your book you got your pills from “rock doc- 
tors.” How did that work? 

In the rock ’n’ roll slang world, they’re called rock doctors, or 
rock docs. They would come out to shows and like to hang 
backstage. You could get a prescription for anything you want 
from them. They just want to hang out and party It’s crazy 
because you can get a prescription to anything. It doesn’t even 
matter what kind of doctor they are.

Big Mac attack 


‘SNL parody pays 
tribute to resourceful 
hero of ’80s TV show

For Will Forte, a seven-year veteran on 
“Saturday Night Live,” transforming into 
Mac Gruber is easy: All he has to do is slip on 
a mullet wig, look in the mirror and— bam— 
he’s ready to defuse bombs with a rubber 
band, a bottle cap and a thumbtack. 

As a longtime fan of the iconic 1980s action- 
adventure series that MacGruber parodies. 
Forte knew the substance of his character 
intimately He was just 15 when “MacGyver” 
first aired, and like millions of his pubescent 
peers, he watched it regularly growing up. 
Pretending to be the TV hero— well, a crank- 
ier, incompetent, insecure, alcoholic version 
of him— was a natural leap. 

“It’s a tribute to our love of the show,” Forte 
says. 

Most of us have had moments when we 
too put ourselves in MacGyver’s shoes, con- 
templating how to get out of a sticky situa- 
tion, and Forte’s impression has resonated 


with the “SNL’ audience. In the two years 
since the sketch premiered, the character 
has MacGrubered its way to regular status, 
appearing in roughly every fourth episode 
since its debut in January 2007. 

“SNE’ rarely parodies prime-time TV 
shows, particularly shows canceled in 1992— 
so the fact that a show so settled in the pop 
culture Zeitgeist has embraced the adventure 
series is a testament to its unique powers over 
the human TV-watching species. 

Which raises this question: While so 
many other once beloved 1980s TV charac- 
ters— from Magnum P.I. to the cast of “The 
A-Team”— now inspire the manufacturing of 
key chains, why does MacGyver so success- 
fully play the muse to so many artists, writers, 
comedians and, now, even mainstream prod- 
ucts like Pepsi? And why does he still seem to 
genuinely excite fans? 

“There was just something embrace- 
able about the franchise,” Richard Dean 
Anderson, the man who played MacGyver, 
said in 2007. “We created a character who 
didn’t use a gun to solve problems, who was 
more pacifist than anything. He was slugging 
guys, but at least he wasn’t killing them.” 

MacGyver was the kind of hero we not 


only wanted to be, but could be. He was just 
a regular guy who happened to be exception- 
ally quick with his wits and a tape dispenser. 
If we worked hard enough, the show seemed 
to promise, we could be MacGyver. 

“You can’t be Superman,” says Alan 
Sepinwall, TV critic for The Star-Ledger in 
Newark, N.J. “You’re not going to become an 
alien from another planet.” 

But you might ride a bike or pick up a pine 
cone. 

Indeed, MacGyver was a hero for his time 
as well as ours: We all like to think that if 
called upon, we can save the day with our own 
mental agility and some duct tape— and that 
when resources are limited, we can make do 
with what we have. 

“There’s a kind of independence to 
MacGyver,” says Dale Dougherty, editor in 
chief of Make, a magazine dedicated to cool 
do-it-yourself projects. “In a way, it’s kind of 
anti-consumerist— you know, not buying all 
of your solutions.” 

Over the past decade, the character has 
achieved the ultimate status of becoming 
a verb: To MacGyver something is to fix or 
improve it in an exceptionally resourceful 
way 


In each episode of the original ABC show, 
special agent MacGyver (played by Anderson) 
is either assigned to or finds himself in the 
middle of high-stakes trouble. Sometimes 
he’s fighting Russian spies; other times he’s 
protecting an orphanage or other noble insti- 
tution from being destroyed by heartless vil- 
lains. 

For Adam Tow, a 33 -year-old computer- 
software developer who grew up idolizing 
the character, MacGyver helped him gener- 
ate problem-solving skills. 

“It all boiled down to how did he think his 
way out of a situation versus how did he shoot 
his way out of it,” he says. 

As a nerdy kid growing up in San Diego, 
Tow says that appealed to him. He even ended 
up writing his college application essays about 
MacGyver— recounting the time he applied 
skills he’d learned on the show to fix a bro- 
ken projector at school— which got him into 
Stanford. 

As with many fans. Tow’s childhood love 
for MacGyver expresses itself in his adult 
life. His cell phone voice mail message copies 
MacGyver’s answering machine: “Hey, this is 
Adam”— he swaps his name for Mac’s here. 
“We all know how these things work, so when 
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MacGyver did more than use a paper 
clip to jiggle open a locked door. He 
often employed hard-core science, in 
the pilot, for example, MacGyver used 
milk chocolate to stop a sulfuric acid 
ieak. The creators and producers of 
the show ciaim that 70 percent of the 
MacGyverisms actuaily work, cns, redeye

(MacGyver’s signature tool) with him every- 
where, and from time to time he wears a leather 
bomber jacket similar to one MacGyver wore, 
which makes him feel a little like the hero, 

“\bu can't wear a tuxedo everywhere you go” 
to feel like Bond, Tow says, “But you can carry a 
Swiss army knife in your pocket and wear a leath- 
er jacket. You can have a mullet— OK, maybe I 
wouldn't go that far,”
